publick His moft gracious Declaration 3 and ig conte- 
quence of the large Powers by himvetted inus, in Qua- 
lity of Regent, we alfo emitted our own Manifefto, ex- 
plaining and enlarging the Promitcs formerly made, ac- 
cording as we came 'to be better acquainted With the In- 
clinations of the People of Scothind. Now that it has 
pleafed God fo far to tmile on our Undertiking as to 
make us Matter of the ancicnt Kingdom of Scotland, 
we judged it proper, in this publick Manner, to make 
manifeft what ought to fill the Hearts of all His Maje- 


‘fty’s Subjects, of what Nation or Province focver, with 


Comfort and Satisfaction. 

Wetherefore hereby, in His Majefty’s Name, declare, 
That His fole {ntention is to re-inttate all His Subj cts 
in the full Enjoyment of their Religion, Laws and Li- 
berties: And that our prefent Attempt is not undertaken, 
if order to enflave a free People, but to redrefs and re- 
move the Encroachments made upon them ; not to im- 
pofe upon any a Religion which they difl'ke, but to fe- 
cure them all in the Enjoyment of thofe wh'ch are refpe- 
étively at prefent cttablithed among them, either in Eng- 
land, Scotland or Ireland. And if it thall be deemed 
proper that any further Security be given to the eftablith- 
e@ Church or'Clergy, we heteby promife in His Name, 
That He fhall pafs any Law that His Parliament fhall 
judge neceffary for that Purpofe. 

In confequence of the Reétitude of our Royal Father’s 
Iittentions, we mutt further declare his Sentiments with 
regard to the National Debt: That it has been contract- 
ed under an unlawful Government, no Body can dif 
own, no morc than that it is now a moft heavy Load up- 
on the Nation; yet, in regard that it is for the great: ft 
par. dueto thofe very Subj.As whom he promifes to pro- 
te&, cherith and defend, he is refolved to take the Ad» 
vice of his Parliament concerning it, in which he thinks 
he aéts the Part of a juft Prince, who makestheGoed of 
his People the fole Rule of his Aétions. . 

Furthermore, we here in His Name declare, That 
the fame Rule laid down for the Funds, fhall be follow- 
ed with refpe& toevery Law or A@ of Parliament fince 
the Revolution; and info far as, in a free and legal Par+ 
liament, they fhall be approved, he will confirm them. 
With refpe€ to the pretended Union of the two Nati- 








ons, the King cannot poffibly ratify it, fiace he has had 
repeated Remonttrances againft it from each Kingdom; 
and fince it is inconteftable, that the principal Point then 
in View was the Exclufion of the Royal Family from 
their undoubted Right to the Crown, for which Purpofe 
the groffeft Corruptions were openly ufed to bring it a= 
bout. But whatever may he hereatter devifed for the 
joint Benefit of both Nations, the King will moft readi- 
ly Comply with the Requeft of his Parliaments to cfta- 
blith. 

And now that we have, in His Majefty’s Name, given 
you the moft ample Secur'ty for your Religion, Proper- 
tesand Laws, that the Power of a Br tith Sovercigmcan 
grant; We hereby tor Ouifelves, as Heir apparent to the 
Crown, ratify and confirm the fame in Our own Name, 
before Almighty GOD, upon the Faith of a Chriftian, 


| and the Honour of a Prince. 


Let me now expottulate th’s weighty Matter with you, 
my Father’s Subjeéts, and let me not om't this firft pub- 
lick Opportunity of awaken'ng your Underitandings,and 
of difpelling that Cloud which the affiduous Pens of if 
defigning Men have all along, out chietly now, been en- 
deavouring to caft onthe Truth, Do not the Pulpits 
and Congregations of the Clergy, as well as your week- 
ly Papers, ring with the dreadful Threats of Popery, 
Slavery, Tyranny and arbitrary Power, which are now 
ready to be Sooled upon you, by the formidable Powers 
of France and Spain? Is not my Royal Father reprefent- 
ed as aBlood-thirfty Tyrant, breath’ng out nothing but 
Dettruétion to ail thofe who will uot immediately em- 
brace an odious Religion? Or, have I mytelf been better 
vfed? But liften only tothe naked Truth |
